“Those who read the offi- 
cial Air Ministry cammuni- 
ques dealing with the work 
of the R.A.F. should be care- 
ful to distinguish between 
strategical and tactical 
bombing. All that bombing 
has to do with long-term re- 
sults compared with im- 
mediate results that might 
be expected from tactical 
bombing. 


TWO KINDS OF BOMBING: 


“We have had a good deal of 
this {n what we call the East and 
somebody in the House of Com- 
mons the other day objected to 
the term Middle East as béing 
incorrect. 1 agree with that, but 
the point I wish to make is that 
the movements of our ground 
forces in Benghazl are preceded 
by tactical bombing, so as to close 
down the defences and to make 
the enemy troops go to work. 


“The two kinds of bombing 
are different. They are done 
differently and, by different 
kinds of aeroplanes and the 
purpose is different. Strate- 
gical bombing is a bigger 
operation than tactical bomb- 
ing. The effect of tactical 
bombing ts more easily appre- 
ciated. 


“When the Germans dive-bomb- 
ed an area as they did in Crete 
there was no doubt about the ac- 
tion, The effects of strategical 
bombing are not so immediate. 
That is why some people cannot 
follow our bomber policy. For 
instance, in strategical bombing, 
our bomber may first bomb an.‘ofl 
refinery or a shipyard. Then they 
suddenly disappear from the news 
for a time and tnstead..the Ruhr 
may be attacked. 


NAJT BOMBING 


“The German bombing of this 
country is conducted in the same 
way. Mainly, German strategical 
bombing {s concentrated on our 
residential districts, their aim be- 
ing to Kill as many people as 
possible. The Germans did not 
expect us to capitulate on their 
first onslaught and when they 
made their first big attack on the 
London docks in September last 
they followed it up to produce 
decisive results and‘ they may. 
have -done so if our fighters had 
not resisted them. Invasion may 
then have followed -and strategical 
bombing and tactical bombing 
may, have been met.

Having seen Hurope in war time 
conditions, Mr. Thomas Currey, an 
American traveller; who passed 
through Penang recently on his 
way to China, in a talk with a 
Malaya (Tribune reporter described 
the conditions that preval) at pre- 
sent in occupied France. 

He sald that difficulties were be- 
ing daily encountered by the Ger- 
man niilitary authorities with re- 
gard to the big army stationed 1p 
that part of Europe. 

Sacrifices at the expense of the 
French civilians had to be made 
to upkeep this large army, which 
was the chief concern of Germany. 

Because transports for the 
army were badly‘ieeded, motor 
car licences were issued to only 

a chosen few civilians, 

Rubber tyres were also so largely 
requisitioned by the German. army, 
that civillans could hardly obtain 
them for thelr own motor Cars. 

Almost halt of the food supplies 
had been taken over by the army. 

The civilians suffered a great 
deal of hardships as a result of 
this, Mr. Currey added, but they
